The Examiner has required restriction between the following inventions in the above - 
identified application: 

Group I: Claim 1, 2, and 5-1, drawn to GRANULES, classified in class 504, subclass 
118; 

Group II: Claims 3 and 4 drawn to PRODUCTION METHODS, classified in class 
514, subclass 412. 

Accordingly, Applicant hereby elects Group II, claims 3 and 4, for continued 
examination. 

The Examiner has also required, under 35 U.S.C. §121, that Applicant elects a single 
compound of the present invention. Accordingly, Applicant hereby elecls the following species 
of pesticide : N'-cyclopropylmethyloxy-N-phenylacetyl-2,3-difluoro-6- 
trifluoromethylbenzamidine. Claims 3 and 4 are readable on the above -indicated species. 
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It is the Applicant' s understanding that, under 35 U.S.C. §121, an election of a single 
species for prosecution on the merits is requiredand that the claims will be restricted to this 
species if no generic claim is finally held allowable. Applicant further understands that upon the 
allowance of a generic claim, Applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional 
species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of an 
allowed generic claim as provided by 37 C.F.R. §1. 141 et seq.
